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Boyne schools set $5,880,340 budget for ‘90-91 


Boyne City School Board mem- 
bers approved the spending of 
$5,665,224 out of an anticipated 
$5,880,340 they will receive in local, 
state and federal revenues last 
Thursday afternoon as they closed 
out the books on the 1989-90 school 
year and started the program for 
the 1990-91 school year. 

The budget reflects a 5.420 per- 
cent gain in income over the 
previous year. 

Taking the most money on the 
expenditure side of budget will be 
the basic programs, which amoun- 
ts to about $2.5 million. The budget 
reflects what is expected to be 
spent during the school year and is 
a guide the school administration 
follows as they expend the funds. 

Local sources, property taxes on 
school district residents will bring 
in almost all of the money the 
school will be getting and is

adult Ed 
consortium 


East Jordan School Board 
members voted to not approve the 
concept of joining all four 
Charlevoix County School Distric- 
ts in order to provide an Adult 
Education Consortium. The action 
happened at the end of the school 
year meeting last Thursday. 

The board approved remaining 
with the present plan for adult 
education for one more year, 
preferring to operate locally and 
taking the time to study the issue 
of joining the schools together for 
adult education. East Jordan was 
supposed to be the fiscal agent of 
the new consortium and school 
administrators had some concerns 
about the risks associated with the 
venture. 

The board also transferred 
money from the general fund to 
the atheltic fund and approved 
tentative athletic and hot lunch 
fund budgets for the 1990-91 school 


year. 

They then appointed Anne 
Dingman and Bill Lorne to the two 
vacancies on the Jordan Valley 
Library Board, and authorized the 
superintendent, Chip Hansen, to 
plan a workshop for late July to 
cover curriculum, policy develop- 
ment and facility review infor- 
mation. 

The next meeting of the board 
will be held July 10, 1990 at 5 p.m. 
in the middle school band room.

Nakoneczny told the board that 
the budget reflects the work and 
recommendations of a district-wide 
committee and he thanked them 
for their work on developing the 
budget. 

His statement to the board was 
that the first two years the district 
focused on the fundamentals. Last 
year the district built on the foun- 
dations established and this year 
will see a continuation of building 
in some areas and a striving for 


excellence in others. 

Other items to be approved by 
the board was the setting up of an 
organizational meeting for july 9th 
regular board meeting, the ad- 
justing of the present school year 
budget to reflect what has been 
actually spent, and a recap of the 
district’s insurance policies.

business wardrobe, but your credit | 


ecard. debts, mortgage. or . rent 
payments,. and. utility bills are 
likely to continue. unchanged. At 

' the same time, your  entertain- 
ment, travel and medical bills may 
very well increase. 

_ In the past, you may have coun- 
ted on promotions, salary raises or 
bonuses to help you beat the race 
with inflation or credit card balan- 
ces: But once you retire, your in- 
come may grow only by occasional 
Social Secutiry cost-ofiliving in- 
creases. Moreover, the amount of 
risk you can afford to take in per- 
sonal investments, such as mutual 
funds, generally decreases, along 
with the opportunity for dramatic 
appreciation of capital. 

For the most part, living ona 
‘fixed income means accepting the 
limits and possibilities of the funds 
you have accumulated or earned 
during ‘your working years. 
Judging by statistics of recent 
years, Social Security will 
probably remain a major source of 
retirement income—at least for 
individuals leaving the work force 
in the near future. The remaining 
funds usually come from an em- 
ployer pension plan and such 
savings options as IRAs, Keoghs, 
or 401 (k) plans.

Add 
up what you.(and your spouse, if 
applicable) receive from such sour- 
ces as Social Security, employer 
pensions, IRA or Keogh benefits, 
dividends and annuities. Next, 
total your fixed and variable ex- 
penses, such as mortgage paymen- 
ts or rent, utilities, medical expen- 
ses, credit card bills and 
recreation. Try to gauge which ex: 
penses may be affected by inflation 
and make adjustments to your 
budget accordingly. If you have 
duplicate credit cards, eliminate at 
least one. 

When you have an accurate pic- 

- ture of your financial capabilities, 
consider how your lifestyle works 
with or against your budget. Some 
retirees live life to the fullest and 
spend lavishly on travel and enter- 
tainment, without realizing that 
they may outlive their capital. 
Other retirees are exceedingly 
cautious, scrimping and saving 
whenever possible. These people 
face another equally serious 
risk—they may never have. the 
chanee to enjoy their hard-earned 
savings.

Another way to stretch your 
fixed income is by being aware 
of —and planning to 
minimize—your tax _ liability. 
Retiring usually results in sub 
stantially lower income and, thus, 
lower tax rates. But don't forget 
that pension income and IRA 
withdrawals are taxable. Take out 
too much money in one year, and 
you may end up paying more taxes 
than you anticipated, 

For taxpayers who itemize, 
knowledge of the tax laws can 
mean more spending power. Find 
out about the deductions allowed 
as well as any restrictions that 
may affect your particular tax 
liability. For example, medical ex- 
penses are still deductible, but only 
to the extent that they exceed 7.5 
percent of your adjusted gross in- 
come, As yeur income decreases 
and your medical expenses rise, 
this particular tax deduction may 
become more valuable to you. 
Keep this information in mind and 
you. may be able to time annual 
check-ups and certain foreseeable 
medical expenses so that you can 
take full advantage of the deduc- 
tion. 

If you are considering selling 
your home, find out if you are 
eligible for the oncein-alifetime 
exclusion gain of up to $125,000 on 
the sale. A CPA will be able to fur- 
ther explain the various tax 
benefits available to older 
Americans. 

Remember that being aware of 
your cash flow, tax benefits and 
community resources can go a long 
way in helping you enjoy a finan- 
cially secure retirement.

- The sad tale 
of anorphan fawn | 


BY REG SHARKEY 
A week ago last Sunday mor- 
ning the phone jingled and Wilbur 
Ingalls, a good \friend, living about 
a mile away as the crow flies, in 
formed me that a doe with a fawn 
had been struck and killed by a 


motorist. sometime during the - 


night. 


So I responded to Wilbur's 


request.to look the situation over. 


_ [found that the doe was heavy ~ 
with milk, and knew the fawn. 


must be nearby. 

Luckily Boyne City Conser- 
vation Officer, Tom Sweet, and his 
assistant came driving by. We 
discussed about alternatives that 
could be used to locate and save 
the fawn. Before leaving Sweet 
picked up the doe for disposal. 

A quick search of the nearby 
area did not locate the fawn. 

I didn’t sleep too well that night. 
I kept thinking about the fawn and 
its dependency < on milk for sur- 
vival. 

So Monday morning I contacted 
Jack Balchik, Emmet County 
Animal Control Officer, and won- 
dered if we could capture the fawn 
via tranquilizer dart method. 

I called Dr. Zehnder, Bay Pines 
Clinic vet and discussed darting 
the fawn. He mentioned it would 
be touch and go as to the right 
dosage for a dehydrated fawn. 

However, we settled on a 
dosage for an 8-10 pound fawn. 

Later I met Balchik at the 
Lawrence Bedrick residence on 
Belmer Road where the fawn had 


ea 


been sighted. The Bedricks’ said 


they had seen the fawn nibbling on 


grass, so we.delayed using the 
tranquilizer dart. 

On Wednesday I looked for the 
fawn without success. 

Then on Thursday morning Mr. 
Bedrick saw the fawn and located 


_it hiding in tall grass under an old 


apple tree. Mrs. Bedrick said it 
looked bright eyed and alert. 

This should be considered a 
miracle that the fawn was sur- 
viving without the mother's milk 
after a 120 hour period. Dr. Zehn- 
der felt the same way. 

Evidently the little orphan was 
getting enough moisture from the 
well-watered vegetation for sur- 
vival. 

But, alas, this little orphan 
wasn't destined to survive. 

A couple days ago this 
motherless waif wandered onto 
the Pickerel Lake Pike, a short 
distance from where his mama 
was struck down, and died ih the 
same manner: snuffed out by a 
speeding motorist. 

A plea to area motorists: For 
God's sake take it easy up here in 
the North Country. Why drive like 
the devil to get to where you in- 
tend to go, and when you get there 
wonder how you are going to kill 
time. Mangled wildlife along our 
roadways is not a pretty sight. 

Much of the carnage could be 
avoided with alert, common sense 
operation of motor vehicles. It 
could save human lives too.

Texas trained, Charlevoix grad 
is named Boyne football coach 


Texas style football will be the 
name of the game this fall as the 
Boyne City School Board approved 
the hiring of Patrick (Pat) Klooster, 
a. former  Charlevoix/Albion 
graduate to become the new foot- 
ball coach for the Boyne players. 

Klooster will be replacing Jack 
Gebauer who coached for one 
season and has accepted another 
position with a junior college in 
Minnesota. 

The Charlevoix grad remem- 
bers playing a few times at the 


-Boyne City field, especially the 


time when he intercepted a Boyne 
pass and returned it for a touch- 
down playing as a defensive back 
during a game his senior year in 
1977. Klooster was a member of 
the team that year that ended up 
undefeated. 

Now, Klooster will be trying to 
develop that same winning 
tradition in Boyne City after 
having played on winning teams 
throughout his playing days. 

He was a member of the Albion 
football team for the four years he 
was in college earning a degree in 
physical education with a speech 
minor. 

After graduation, he went into 
the banking business after moving 
to Texas. Five years later, he 
decided to use his education and 
went to work as head football 
coach and track coach for the 7th 
and 8th graders of the DeSoto In- 
dependent School District in 
Texas. There, besides coaching, he 
was a teacher and atheltic coor- 
dinator for the school. He spent 
five years there before moving 
back to northern Michigan. 

When ‘he moved back, he did so 
without having a job guarantee. 
He only knew that this area was a 
great place to raise children and 
his commitment to the family was 
the reason he gave for coming 
home. 

Klooster has two children, Mit- 
chell, 4, and Justine, 1. His wife, 
Susan, agreed with the move. 

Klooster is a familiar name in 
the north. His: father owns 
Klooster Equipment in Atwood 
and he grew up in Norwood. 

He said that before accepting 
the position as the football coach, 
he talked with many other coaches 
in the area discussing the move. 
They all agreed that the program 
was full of potential and he should 
take the position. Klooster applied 
for the position last year, but the 
communication between Texas 
and Boyne City was too long and 
he lost the position to Gebauer. 
When the position opened up 
again, he was one of the first ap- 
plicants to apply. 

Klooster knows he will be facing 
an uphill battle to make the team 
champions, but he is willing to ac- 
cept the responsibility knowing 
that the program will take a few 
years to produce a championship 
team. 

With his hiring, the school board 
also approved hiring him as a per- 
manent substitute _—‘ teacher 
working with both the high school 
and middle school. The position 
was created shortly before the 
same evening as his being named 
coach.

After the 
pet is bitten by an in- 
' fected mosquito, the 
heartworm larvae en- 
\ ter the dog’s system. It 
may be four to six 
months before the 
disease is apparent. 

In 1989, a wet spring 
created a dramatic in- 
crease in the mosquito 
population in the state. 
With spring rains, 

. Mosquito eggs that 
were laid last year will 
hatch this spring and 


may - create a “severe 
mosquito season. . 

“It takes ‘the bite of 
just one. infected 


mosquito to ‘pass ‘on 
_ the disease to a 
~ healthy dog,” said Judy 
Hansen, president of 


the American 
Mosquito Control 
Association. “The bad 


_ news for dog owners is 


that the more 
mosquitoes present, 
the greater the risk of 
transmission of hear- 
tworm disease.” 
Mosquitoes are the 
carriers of the disease. 
They feed on infected 
dogs and then transmit 
the heartworm larvae 
to other healthy 
animals when 
mosquitoes bite them. 
Signs of heartworm 
disease include a 
chronic cough, loss of 


appetite, weight loss 


and fatigue. These 
signs, however, usually 


do not appear untit the 
disease in. in the ad- 
vanced stages. | 
‘Heartworm is easily 
prevented, but once a 


dog is infected, treat- 
ment is complex and 


expensive. Veterinar- 
ians can perform a 


simple annual blood 


test to detect if the dog 
is infected with hear- 


‘tworms. If the test 


shows the pet is hear- 
tworm free, preventive 
medication such as 
daily or monthly 
tablets are prescribed 
to prevent infestation. 

And the preventive 
medication works, say 
Michigan - veterinar- 
ians. 

“We are in an area 
where there are a lot of
